JANUARY 10, 2005 RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This Communication is submitted in response to the January 10, 
2005 Office Action issued by the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office in connection with the above-identified 
application. A response to the January 10, 2005 Office Action 
is due February 10, 2005. Accordingly, this Communication is 
being timely filed. 



In the Office Action, the Examiner restricted previously pending 
claims 1-89 to one of the following allegedly distinct 
inventions under 35 U.S.C. §121 aas follows: 



I. Claims 1-67, drawn to methods of mutation detection, 
classified in class 435, subclass 6; and 
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II. Claims 68-89, drawn to nucleic acid kits, classified in 
class 536, subclass 23.1. 

Applicant notes that a Preliminary Amendment canceling claims 1- 
89 and adding new claims 90-163 was filed concurrently with the 
instant application on February 28, 2002. New claims 90-163 
largely correspond to canceled claims 1-67 of Group 1, and are 
primarily directed to methods of mutation detection. Thus, 
applicant maintains that the January 10, 2005 restriction 
requirement was not warranted. 

However, in order to facilitate prosecution of this application 
and avoid any doubt by the Examiner as to whether this 
Communication is responsive to the restriction requirement, 
applicant hereby elects, with traverse, Group I (understood to 
encompass claims 90-163) , drawn primarily to methods of mutation 
detection, for prosecution at this time.
